purampnnt object to bo kept in view In 
all tariff legislation Is the protection of 
the people and their concerns, rnthor 
than any concessions to foreign solicita- 
tion or Interests." After the introduc- 
tion of .leveral new bills on Wednesday 
in tho House, the nalng the compensa- 
tion of county superintendents of com- 
mon schools was considered on second 
reading, and quite an animated discus- 
sion took place, Tho bill will provide 
for the moro equitable payment of those 
olllcials. It mukca no change in the 
salary now received by your Superin- 
tendent.
